over the state, atiil will be seen by thousands at 
the exhibition. 

If these specia) premiums are offered within 
the next two monthsand sent to Mr. Ma'colm 
Johuston the secretary of t»e society, they will 
be incorporated tn the published premium lists 

HORSE RACES 

Inthe matter of horse races the society re- 
solved that, while: it would offer no premiums, 
yet the track wetild be open during the fair for 
races which might be gotten up by clubs or pri- 
vite parties. The managers of the fair will agree 
to superintend the racesand see that they are 
conducted properly. Leaving the matter thus 
insures a fine dixplay of blooded horses, as a 
large number 0! individuals in the state would 
readily subscribe to a fine premium list for 
races. Itis probable that a jockey club will be 
formed in Atlasta, and a number of liberal 
purses offered by atizens so as to induce the 
‘attendance of some-of the femous runners and 
trotters of tre worth and west. It is safe to 
calculate on a fine lot ofraces, both of Georgia 
raised and other horses, and those who love the 
pleasures of the turf will find ample amuse- 
ment The public is assured that al! pool-sell- 
ing or gambling or trickery will be firmly for- 
bidden and in ao form ellowed within the 
grounds. 

OGLETHORPE PARK 

will be put in thorough repairand considerab y 
improved before the fair. Considerable turfing 
and grading will be done during the spring. 
The buildings will all be overhauled and putin 
fine condition. The track will be made as good 
as the bost in the land, and everything prepared 
for the entertainment of the large crowds that 
are «xpected. Tihecommittee have assurances 
that there will be a very genera! display of the 
various products of every section of the states 
Strangers who with to see what Georgia is and 
what her possibilities are, should be present at 
this great exhibition. The miu ral wealth of 
the state will be finely displayed, and many a 
Georgian will be surprised w see what he has 
been trampling under his feet ail his lie. 

There will beuothing to int2rfere with the 
success of the fuir. A number ef county fairs 
will take placeduring the summer, Lut these 
will only increase theamount of material which 
will be sent here in October. The fuct that 
there was no fair ‘ast year will tend to make 
the attendance oO this larger than usual. There 
will be thousands of strangers in the city, and 
each m'n, womav and child will spend some- 
thing. so thas we may count upon this as a 
great financial benefit to the city and a big 
swelling of its trade.

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Important Case to Merchants, 


The greater part of Tuesday’s session 

of the circuit court of the United Siates, Judge 
Erskine presiding, was consumed in the aigu- 
ment of the very interesting and important legal 
questions involved in the case of the American 
cotton tie compauy vs A C. & B. F. Wyly, 
Mr. E. F. Hoge for the complainants, and Mr. 

Amos T, Akerman, ex United States attarney 
general. for the defendants. The complainants 
charged the defendants with having infringed 
and threatening to infring* their patent for the 
metallic tie for cotton bales known in the mar- 
ket as the “arrow tie,’’ in that the defendants 
nad sold “arrow ties’’ or those substantially like 
them, without authority from the complain- 

ants. The defendants denied the charge of in- 
fringement generally, and alleged that while 
they, es merchant’, might have sold “arrow 
ties”’ they had lawfully done 60, 
as these ties had oxce been sold by 
complainants, and after being cut from the 
bales which they origitally bound hed been 

pieced or the parts riveted together again, and 
that by virtue of the cale by complainants the 
ties had passed from the protection of the mo 
nopoly, and could be used in any way and as 
often as any purchaser might desire. To meet 
this view complain.nts relied upon the iavoices 
accompanying all sales { ties by them and the 
stamp on the buckle restrict the use of such 
buckle to one time only. Quite a number of 
technical questions were raised in the a-gu- 

ment but they are not of interest to the genersi 
reader.

Funton County Jal, 
March 13, 1877. 
Editors Constitution; 

GznTs—Having seen a very damaging com- 
mupvication in to-day’s issue of your paper con- 
cerning myself, I respectfully ask you to send 
one of your reporters. to see me, so 1 can geta 
chance to defend myself and reply to the author | 
ot the piece. I haye been a subscriber to your 
paper for over a year. You will please grant 
this request. Respectfully, 

HARRISON BARKER, 
Ot Forsyth county. 

In response to this earnest invitation a report- 
er of the CONSTITUTION repaired to the jail and 
requested of Mr. Wise, the keeper, the pleasure 
of seeing the author of the above note. The of- 
ficial most politely complied and conducted the 
reporter to the great iron door opening into a 
room crowded with black and white men, 
women and boys. Three loud raps were struck 
upon the iron of the door casing as a signal for 
the prisoners to retire to the far end of the room 
lest the sight of an open door might prove too 
strong for them and induce a rush upon the in- 
nocent jailor. 

The doorswung upon its massy hinges and 
we entered withan involuntary shudder and 
something like the feeling a fellow must have 
when he goesin against his own will, at the so- 
licitation of the sheriff. 

One cannot but be struck with the cheerful 
manner of the men who stand all around on the 
stone floor and at the very doors of the grim 
cells where they sleep. 

After a gaze at the various types of human 
nature depicted in the scores of prisoners who 
stcod before us we called fer 

HARRIS"N BARKER, 

and were answered at once by the appearance o¢ 
a lithe looking fellow about five feet eleven 
inches high,clad in a suit of brown jeans, which 
scemed held to bis body by a curious leather 
belt. H's face was very good, and presented 
more of a wild independence than any other 
expression. He was apparently about thirty- 
five years of age. 

*‘Mr. Barker, can I see you a moment ? 

“Certainly, sir; comeinto my room.” Here 
he led the way intoaceil, the walls of which 
were hung with illustrated papers and a por- 
trait—also on paper—of the ‘‘father of his coun 
try ” 

Everything was neat and cosy, and one felt as 
if being a prisoner was not such a horrid thing 
after all. 

Mr. Barker very politely handed usa box to 
sit on, while he seated himself on his bed. 

‘ Well, I suppose you are a reporter ?’’ 

“Yes, sir; I received your note and came to 
rear your statement.” 

‘Here I am—the noted guerrilla—as they.call 
me I don’t think that piece in your paper was 
exactly the square thing, and I want to saya 
little in this matter.”’ 
~ Weassured Mr. Barker that we should listen to 
him rost attentively, and report him as fully 
and as correctly as. possible, We then asked 
him to tell us his version of his life and his re- 
cent arrest. It will be remembered that an ar- 
ticle appeared in the CoNnsTITUTION of Tuesday, 
in which a sketch of this man was given, and 
also a number of

said to have been done by him, as well as the 
tale of his recent capture by a party of reyenue 
raiders. , 

“Why, fiiend, if you’l) just listen I'll tell you 
all I know about this business. I want to be put 
equare. There isa whole! t of stuff in what's 
said of me yesterday that ain’t tiue, «nd I want 
to have it put right. 

“I live right up herein Forsyth county. Was 
born there, and have been raised there. I know 
all the folks in that section, and they know me. 
Heap’s been said about my being an outlaw, but 
I ain't. I have had lot’s a dealings with revenue 
officers, and some right rough times, but I ain’t 
whit they say lam. 

I belieye I was the first man who started a 
stillin my section after the war, that was iu 
1869; I didn’t pay no tax for this revenue busi- 
ness wasn’t goingonthen. After I had been 
running my stillsome time Captain Atkinson 
summoned me to come here to Atlanta to testi y 
about illicit distilling. I told himIrun one 
still fora while butit wasidle then. He ques 
tioned me a good deal and then bound me over 
toappearat thecourt. I went, and was tried 
and acquitted. I went on back home and went 
to work on my farm to make aliving. I wenton 
tended to my business and nobody disturbed me 
I run a b. rroom in Cumming for t vo years, but 
I paid my tax. I made a good pire of brandy, 
too, afterI went home, but the tax was paid 
right up. 

I wasn’t pestered until on the 25th of Janua- 
ry, 1873. I and two other fellows was out hunt- 
ing turseys, when all of sudden here came 
Blacker and Findley and about eight more men 
out of the woods, without saying a word, and 
cowmenced firing at us. Wegive’em the best 
we had in our rifles and shot guns. I tried to 
to plug Findley, for he had no right to b® 
shootin’ at me. All that stuff about my shoot- 
in’ Blacker

They kept pretty hot after us fellows after 
this little scrimmage and | Jeft for Kansas City. 
Blacker followed me ail the way there and 
caught me and brought me back to 
this fame ~ jail. Th y put me 
in H cell like this, only 
it was higher up stairs. It looked mighty strong: 
but I fixed a way to get out, and [ done it. They 
say no other feller has ever done it but me: 
but I got out slick enough, and went right 
home. I aint been troubled since till this lest 
time. I slept at home every night and carried 
on my farm. 

I knew they was coming after me this time. 
There’s two negroes up here Jn Gaicesville that 
mates out all these cases agin us; toey swear 
the same thing against every teller ; I know em: 
one’s name Jim Wimper and the other’s George 
Hester; they said they saw me se'l sume whisky 
at home on Monday night before Christma:, 
and I can prove that I was flity miles away from 
home then, and that they were in Dawsonville ; 
that’s the kind of witnesses these revenue fel- 
lers takes to arrest honest men wich 
You don’t know how they do us poor deviis 
and then come back here with agreat big tale 
about it of their own weaving. I was at Lome 
the night they come to take me, and thought 
they wascoming. Ther draweda mighty care- 
{ul line of battle round my house with all their 
soldiers and deputies. Gracious knows all the 
weapons I bad was one old single-barrel shot- 
gun that didn’t have a thinginit. But these 
revenue fellersis mighty perticalar. They ain’t 
very rash. I was asleep up stairs when Findly 
come upand wokeme. He didn’t say nothing 
bout my having a chance to kill him ifI wanted 
it. Hejust said come out, and I surrendered 
without doing a thing. I have been at 
home all this year; been a wo king 
on the roads some—and uno r 
than last month I got the contract to cover the 
Chattahoochee biidge. Iain't been lying out. 
They could have found me whenever they 
wanted. I was never arrested by a state officer 
in my life and was never aceused of a: ythiug 
mean in my county. These revenue spies come 
a@ nosin’ around and they got me and many
